Pistols 
are usually carried by cowards, bullies 
i or outlaws. The use of whisky by any 
1 of these types makes probable the use 
of the pistol. A term in the peniten¬ 
tiary is not too heavy a penalty for a 
j violation of the law which so often 
paves the way to murder, but juries, 
unfortunately, willl not send men to the 
penitentiary for carrying concealed 
weapons. Statutes providing for fines 
j and imprisonment in jail would operate 
effectively to stamp out the evil if 
Judges and Governors would qnforce 
them rigidly. The law against carrying 
concealed weapons has been made al¬ 
most inoperative in the majority of 
states by the readiness of courts to re- | 
j mit jail sentences, especially in the 
cases of defendants who are “men of 
standing.” If. by any chance, a “man 
i of standing" is convicted and does not 
secure leniency from the court a request 
from his friends to the Governor is us¬ 
ually sufficient. This does not apply to 
any particular Governor or to Govern¬ 
ors elected by any particular party—it 
is the rule of the greater number of ex- 
i ecutives. The remission of a jail sen¬ 
tence causes the “pistol toter” to feel 
that he is immune from the law.
